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MISTAKES  DETECTED, 

TOUYTHSa  WITH  MISCELIANKOUS  OBSKRTATIONS. 

No.  23. 

Large  numbers  of  professing  Christians  ap¬ 
pear  pretty  well  contented  to  live  without  any 
8«$ijrance  of  their  final  salvation.  They  admit 
tliat  the  assurance  of  Christian  hope  is  very  de¬ 
sirable,  but  seem  to  regard  it  as  an  attainment 
not  to  be  expected  in  ordinary  cases.  But  if 
ordinary  Christians  are  to  live  in  this  state  of 
doubt,  they  must  remain  through  life,  uncertain 
upon  some  or  all  of  the  following  points. 

1.  They  may  doubt  whether  there  is  any  cer¬ 
tain  method  of  escape  from  their  condition  of 
sin  and  misery.  Their  practical  sentiment  may 
be,  “  perhaps  (here  is  no  such  Saviour  as  the 
gospel  describes.”  Or, 

2.  They  may  feel  confident  that  God  has 
opened  a  sure  way  of  escape,  but  imagine  that 
the  terms  arc  such  as  to  preclude  the  possibility 
of  compliance;  or,  at  least,  such  as  to  leave  the 
whole  subject  in  obscurity,  even  after  their  ovyn 
best  endeavours  to  have  every  thing  settled  in  j 
an  intelligible  manner. 

3.  “  But,”  says  one,  “  my  doubts  respect 
neither  of  those  points:  my  only  question  is, 
whether  I  have  embraced  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
in  true  faith.”  This  point  is  perplexing, 
indeed;  the  more  so,  because  inseparable  from 
doubt  upon  the  remaining  ones,  which  make  up 
the  list  referred  to  above.  For,  those  who  en¬ 
tertain  this  doubt  must  be  uncertain,  whether 
they  have  any  honest,  any  ingenuous  sorrow, 
for  all  the  sin  which  they  have  ever  committed. 
Not  that  they  are  uncertain  as  to  the  feeling  of 
regret,  in  view  of  its  consequences,  but  uncer- 
tam  in  fact,  whether  they  love  sin  or  holiness. 
They  must  be  uncertain,  whether  (he  whole 
tenor  of  their  moral  exercises  is  in  direct  oppo¬ 
sition  to  the  law  of  God,  or  acquiring  an  in¬ 
creased  conformity  to  its  just  requirements. 
They  must  be  uncertain,  whether  all  their  influ¬ 
ence  is  given  to  the  kingdom  of  the  devil — to 
the  advancement  of  all  that  is  evil  in  sin  and 
rebellion  against  God,  or,  whether  they -are 
fighting  the  battles  of  their  great  Captain  Iin- 
nuinuel.  They  must  be  uncertain,  whether 
they  are  condemned  criminals,  under  the  sen¬ 
tence  of  God’s  holy  law,  under  his  just  indig¬ 
nation  and  wrath;  or,  delivered  from  the  curse 
of  sin,  and  regarded  as  constant  objects  of  fa¬ 
vour,  by  a  Divine  Redeemer.  They  must  be 
uncertain,  whether  all  their  present  afflictions 
are  merely  acts  of  merciful  chastisement,  con¬ 
stantly  resulting  in  their  own  good;  or,  the 
sure  precursors  of  those  fearful  plagues,  known 
only  to  the  wretched  tenants  of  the  bottomless 
pit.  Finally,  omitting  other  particulars,  they 
must  be  uncertain,  whether  a  few  days  of  dark¬ 
ness  and  trial  will  issue  in  eternal  light  and 
bliss;  or,  in  the  blackness  of  darkness,  the  low¬ 
est  depths  of  wo  for  ever. 

While  in  such  a  state  of  doubt  and  uncer¬ 
tainty,  the  Christian,  even  though  such  in  rea¬ 
lity,  is  seldom  an  efficient  member  of  the  church. 
This  remark  is  not  made  exclusively:  for  in¬ 
stances  sometimes  occur,  where  much  doubt 
and  darkness  are  common  in  the  experience  of 
an  active  Christian.  But,  as  a  general  thing, 
we  cannot  expect  a  man  to  prove  a  good  soldier 
till  he  is  pretty  certain  which  cause  he  espouses. 
If  he  is  warmly  engaged  on  either  side,  he  can¬ 
not  be  ignorant  of  his  own  feelings,  or  the  chief

majority  of  Christians,  including  those  of  every 
period  since  the  gospel.  For  the  first  fourteen 
or  fifteen  hundred  years,  the  Christian  world 
used  liturgies;  and  it  is  only  during  the  last 
three  hundred  years,  that  a  small  portion  of  the 
Christian  world  has  abandoned  them.  Should 
we  not  be  cautious  in  dissenting  from  a  prac¬ 
tice,  than  which  none  has  been  more  universal 
in  the  church  at  large?  If  indeoJ  w.,  • 

liturgy  to  be  discountenanced  by  scripture,  we 
ought  without  hesitation  to  reject  it,  not  paying 
the  least  deference  to  antiquity;  we  must  obey 
Gt»d  rather  than  men.  But  the  fact  is  other- 
wise.  Scripture,  in  some  cases,  enjoins  and  i 
commands  the  use  of  forms;  in  other  cases,  it 
records  instances  of  their  use  by  persons,  the 
authority  of  whose  examples  will  not  be  ques¬ 
tioned.  Nor  is  there  a  single  passage  in  the 
Bible,  which  clearly  and  positively  speaks  of  i 
uninspired  extemporary  prayer  in  public,  nor  j 
one  word  that  mentions  disrespectfully  the 
methods  of  worshipping  God  by  a  prepared  li¬ 
turgy.  The  assertion  that  scripture  very  amply 
enjoins  or  recommends  forms  of  prayer,  we  are  to 
prove  in  the  following  essay;  and,  as  the  sim¬ 
plest  order,  we  shall  in  general  arange  our 
cases  of  scripture  forms  of  devotion  in  the  order 
in  which  they  occur  in  the  Bible. 

The  church,  at  its  settlement  under  Moses, 
and  afterwards  under  David,  had  its  forms; 
hints  to  the  same  eflect  occur  in  the  prophetic 
writings;  it  had  (he  same  in  the  time  of  our  Sa¬ 
viour,  and,  besides  the  sanction  of  his  example 
for  the  Jewish  services  thus  conducted,  we  have 
his  precept  or  command  to  use  certain  prepar¬ 
ed  words  in  Christian  worship;  the  apostles  ac¬ 
cordingly  continued  this  method;  and  lastly, 
we  have  reason  to  infer  from  scripture,  that  the 
same  mode  of  adoration  is  employed  in  the 
celestial  temple  and  will  continue  to  be  employ¬ 
ed  by  the  church  triumphant.

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be  not  hasty  to  give  utterance  to  thy  heart,” 
saith  the  inspired  man.  He  must  therefore  re¬ 
flect  lest  he  speak  unadvisedly.  And,  when  his 
words  come  forth  after  such  deliberation,  are 
they  not  as  much  prepared  as  if  they  were  a  form? 
for  that  language  is  a  form,  which  does  not  flow 
from  immemate  conception,  but  is  di^sted  and 
nuide  arm*--*''  w«fore  it  is  spoken.  This  advice 
of  Solomon  extends  our  principles  beyond  pub¬ 
lic  devotion;  for  the  case  he  speaks  oi  is  that  of 
individuals  “  praying  by  themselves”  in  the 
“  house  of  God;”  which  was  customary,  as  we 
learn  from  the  parable  pf  the  pharisee  aid  publi¬ 
can,  who  each  worshipped  by  himself  in  the  tem¬ 
ple.  If-then  we  obey  this  precept  of  the  wise 
man,  and  always  avoid  “  haste  in  pttcring  any 
thing  before  'God,”  how  far  shall  we  oe  from  a 
form  in  our  every  deliberate  act,  whether  of 
j  prayer  or  praise? — Protestant  Episcopalian.

Could  it  be  supposed,  that  fifteen  years  ago, 
before  his  intention,  we  presume,  was  even  con¬ 
ceived,  of  writing  what  he  terms  “The  History 
of  the  Jews,”  that  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Mil  man  was 
qualified,  by  some  preternatural  gift,  to  pro¬ 
nounce  so  correct  a  judgment  upon  its  author; 
but  how  extraordinary  soever  it  may  seem,  and 
how  correct  soever  its  application — the  expres¬ 
sion  is  his  own.  A  short  explanation  will  elu¬ 
cidate  the  apparent  enigma.

added,  that  our  bituminous  coal  regions  are  lia¬ 
ble  to  similar  conflagrations,  from  the  accident 
of  lightning.  The  appearances,  from  modern 
observations,  are  no  criteria  to  form  an  opinion 
as  to  what  existed  there,  anterior  to  the  awful 
catastrophe.  It  was  the  duty  of  the  historian  to 
state  the  facts  as  he  found  thpm 
“Lot,  warned  of  toe  iffipencting  ruin  tied  with 
i.io  uaugiiiers;  nis  wite,  lingering  behind,  was 
suffocated  by  the  sulphureous  vapours,  and  her 
body  encrusted  with  the  saline  particles,  which 
filled  the  atmosphere.”  Allowances  might  have 
been  made  for  the  fliglits  of  fancy  of  a  sentimen¬ 
talist  and  a  poet,  on  most  other  subjects  but 
on  religion;  to  pervert  the  facts,  which,  as  an 
ambassador  of  Christ,  he  is  bound  to  believe 
were  recorded  bv  the  inspiration  and  under  the 
influence  of  his  Master,  is  unjustifiable.  “  Lot 
fled  first  to  Zoar,  at  the  end  of  the  present  lake; 
then  into  the  mountains.  The  tribes  of  Ammon 
and  Moab,  famous  in  the  Jewish  history,  wero  de¬ 
rived  from  an  incestuous  connection,  into  which 
he  was  betrayed  by  his  daughters,  who,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Josephus,  supposing  themselves  and  their 
father  the  only  surviving  remnant  of  mankind, 
the  rest  having  perished  in  the  recent  catas¬ 
trophe,  dill  not  scruple  to  violate  the  laws  of 
nature.”  This  fact,  he  tells  us,  is  taken  from  Jo¬ 
sephus,  but  h«  leaves  us  in  the  dark  as  to  the 
source,  Avhence  he  derived  his  story  about  the 
conflagration.  Why  tell  us,  it  is  taken  Iroin 
Josephus?  Every  body  knows  it  is  in  Josephus’ 
history.  Why  say  any  thing  about  it,  or  not 
tell  us,  also,  that  it  is  so  recorded  by  Moses? 

For  this  very  good  reason — He  supposed  the 
readers  for  whom  he  intended  his  history;  name¬ 
ly,  novel,  play,  and  romance  readers,  would 
give  a  preference  to  that  autliorily,  and  it  would  j 
relish  better  with  them.  Had  he  stated  nothing  | 
but  facts,  a  lure  like  this  might  have  been  lauda¬ 
ble.

Sarah  now  insists,  and  Abraham, 
receiving  a  Divine  intimation  as  to  the  destiny 
of  the  elder-born,  complies  with  her  demand, 
that  Hagar  and  Ishmael  should  be  sent  forth 
to  seek  their  fortune,  in  some  of  the  unoccupied 
and  uncultivated  districts  which  lay  around.” 
Thev  ffo:  their  supply  of  provision  fails;  the 
pros’peft  of  perishinU’ith  \hirst  harasses  her  T; 
mind;  she  leaves  her  child  in  despair;  God 
openeth  her  eyes;  she  sees  a  well,  and  returns 
for  Ishmael;  the  water  revives  them.  He 
f^rew;  dwelt  in  the  wilderness;  became  an 
archer;  and  married  an  Egyptian.”  What  our 
author  says  about  the  jealousy  of  Sarah  ia  com¬ 
pletely  gratuitous.

We  quite 
concur  with  the  Unitarian  Repositury  in  the 
last  clause  of  this  remark.  'They  gravely  atid, 

“  Our  author  assigns  very  high  praise  to  Mo¬ 
ses;”  and  what  think  our  readers  this  praise  is? 
why,  that  he  actually  prefers  him  before  Nuina, 
Charondas,  Lycurgus,  and  .Solon,  inasmuch 
as — inasmuch  as  what  ? — that  his  was  a  Divine 
legation  ?  No — but  only  “  inasmuch  as  they 
had  much  of  this  work  done  to  their  hands, 
whereas  Moses  had  first  to  form  his  people,  and 
bestow  on  them  a  country  before  he  could  cre¬ 
ate  his  commonwealth.”  Very  high  praise, 
indeed,  fur  this  divinely  inspired  legislator! 

Yet,  even  the  conductors  of  the  Unitarian 
Repository,  think  our  “orthodox  professor” 
defective.  They  lament  that  his  hypothesis 
goes  “  to  deprive  us  of  one  of  the  most  forcible 
arguments  for  the  Divine  legation  of  Moses;” 
which,  they  add,  “  strikes  us  rather  as  an  in¬ 
consistency;  though,  upon  the  whole,  this  part 
of  the  work  is  written  with  a  liberality  and 
talent  that  have  highly  gratified  us.”  T'liey 
also  conclude  their  panegyric  with  one  slight 
censure:  and  what  do  our  readers  think  this 
censure  is;  this  censure  from  the  pen  of  Uni- 
tarianisin  upon  an  orthodox  professor?  “There 
is,”  say  they,  “one  defect  in  this  work;  to 
our  minds  it  appears  a  great  omission;  we 
mean,  the  small  mention  which  is  made  of 
Christ,  and  the  various  transactions  of  his  mi¬ 
nistry;”  which,  they  proceed  to  show,  ought  to 
have  been  especially  noticed.  But  our  chief 
object  in  alluding  to  this  Unitarian  critique,  is 
for  the  sake  of  repelling  the  following  left- 
handed  compliment?
